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Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1913. 

The  area  of  the  Ashborne  Urban  District,  with 
which  this  report  deals,  consists  of  564  acres  of  land  and 
8 of  water.  The  District  is  situated  in  the  valley  of  the 
Henmore  Brook  which  runs  roughly  east  and  west,  and 
on  the  adjacent  northern  and  southern  slopes  which 
bound  the  valley.  It  has  an  elevation  above  sea-level 
varying  from  380  to  58°  feet,  and  its  geological  form- 
ation consists  of  yoredale  grit  forming  the  ridges  on  each 
side  of  the  valley,  overlapped  in  its  lower  two-thirds  by 
the  new  Red  Sandstone ; and  of  an  alluvial  bed  foiming 
the  flat  plain  which  lies  on  each  side  of  the  Henmore 
Brook. 

The  population  of  the  District  is  estimated  to  be 
4064  at  the  middle  of  1913,— an  estimate  based  on  the 
actual  increase  which  occurred  during  the  inter-censal 
period  1901*1911.  1 here  were  almost  exactly  double 

the  number  of  births  to  deaths  during  the  yeai,  so  that 
the  “ natural  increase  ” of  population  was  43— one  greater 
than  in  1912.  Emigration  from  the  District  accounts 
for  the  difference  between  this  “ natural  increase  J’  and 
the  actual  increase  during  the  year.

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  has  increased 
from  947  at  the  end  of  19 12,  to  956  a year  later,  making 
an  increase  of  9.  'This  figure  represents  new  houses 
built  during  the  year;  as,  although  orders  were  made  at 
the  end  of  the  year  for  the  closing  of  two  cottages,  the 
order  had  not  actually  been  carried  out  on  December 

3ist* 

The  rateable  value  of  the  Town  in  1913  is  given 
as  ;£  18,690  an  increase  of  ,£412.  The  assessable  value 
has  increased  ^337  and  at  the  end  of  1913  stands  at 
^16,205.  The  General  District  Rate  was  5s.6d.  in  the 
-£,  an  increase  of  sixpence  over  that  of  the  preceding 
year. 

The  occupations  of  the  inhabitants,  apart  from 
those  engaged  in  the  ordinary  business  of  the  town,  are 
corset-manufacturing,  clock-making,  and  the  preparation 
of  condensed  milk.  A certain  number  find  occupation 
as  cotton-hands  in  a mill  in  the  adjoining  district. 

The  amount  of  Poor  Law  Relief  administered 
during  the  year  amounted  to  ^410. 

The  Workhouse  Infirmary,  Ashborne  Cottage 
Hospital  and  Derby  Infirmary  are  the  chief  hospitals 
used  by  the  sick  of  the  District. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  derived  from 
a well  204  feet  deep  on  the  S.E.  of  Ashborne,  sunk 
through  marl  and  sandstone.  The  water  is  hard,  but  of 
good  quality  and  free  from  pollution  : it  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action.  The  supply  having  recently  become 
insufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  District,  the  Council 
have  been  considering  and  investigating  various  means 
of  increasing  the  supply,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  a

scheme  has  been  devised  which  promises  an  additional 
quantity  of  some  50,000  gallons  a day. 

The  number  of  houses  supplied  from  this  public 
source  is  897,  an  increase  of  27  during  the  year.  1 here  are 
now  only  61  houses  supplied  from  springs,  and  none 
from  surface  wells.  There  are  no  houses  having  no 
supply  within  a distance  of  100  yards,  and  no  polluted 
sources  of  water  have  been  discovered  during  the  year. 

The  Henmore  Brook,  the  only  stream  in  the 
District,  was  cleansed,  as  usual,  in  the  summer  at  a cost 
of  about  ^15. 

The  sewage  of  the  District  is  purified  by  means  of 
Detritus  and  septic  tanks  which  have  a total  capacity  of 
90,000  gallons.  From  these  tanks  the  effluent  passes  on  to 
three  circular  filter-beds  which  have  an  area  of  967  square 
yards.  From  the  filter-beds  the  filtrate  is  passed  through 
a humus  tank  : and  the  final  effluent  discharged  into  the 
Bentley  Brook.  The  system  is  on  the  whole  working  satis- 
factory, but  the  County  Medical  Officer  thinks  that  a still 
better  result  might  be  obtained  if  the  humus  tank  were  con- 
structed with  a conical  bottom  and  arranged  so  to  allow 
the  effluent  to  come  to  rest;  and  if  the  period  could  be 
prolonged  over  which  the  sewage  is  applied  to  the  filteis. 

The  Council  received  an  application  from  Messrs. 
Nestle  to  allow  the  trade-waste  from  their  milk  factory 
to  be  discharged  into  the  town  sewer.  After  careful  con- 
sideration the  Council  decided  that,  both  on  account  of 
the  volume,  and  also  of  the  nature  of  the  waste,  it  would 
not  be  advisable  to  accede  to  Messrs.  Nestle's  request. 

A new  sewer  has  been  laid  along  the  Belper  Road 
to  the  limit  of  the  Urban  District. 
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The  approximate  number  of  houses  in  the  District 
provided  with  water  closets  is  79°j  Pa^  closets  tour 

and  with  privy-middens  two.  There  are  no  slop-water 
closets.  A number  of  conversions  ot  privies  and  pail- 
closets  into  W.C’s.  has  been  effected  during  the  yeai  , 
particulars  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
Annual  Report. 

As  a certain  number  of  water-closets  are  still  hand- 
flushed,  it  will  be  a favourable  opportunity,  when  the 
supply  of  water  has  been  made  good,  for  the  Council  to 
apply  to  the  Rocal  Government  Hoard  for  consent  to  put 
into  operation  sections  39  to  42  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  Amendment  Act  of  1907,  dealing  with  the  provision 
and  conversion  of  closet  accommodation. 


Y.  Scav- 
enging. 


Public  scavenging  is  undertaken  for  the  whole  of 
the  Ashborne  Urban  District.  It  is  carried  out  by  servants 
of  the  Council,  who  remove  house-refuse  weekly  in 
covered  carts  to  a tip-field,  where  the  refuse  is  destroyed 
by  combustion.  Two  small  rubbish-destructors  have 
been  purchased  and  are  now  in  use  at  the  tip-field,  d he 
annual  cost  of  the  weekly  collection  and  destruction  of 
house-refuse  is  about  ^170,  being  an  average  cost  per 
house  per  annum  of  3s.  7d. 


The  Council  also  undertake  the  cleansing  and  dis- 
infection of  yards,  together  with  the  cleansing  and  flush- 
ing of  gullies,  water  closets  and  inspection  chambers 
situated  in  the  yards,  about  four  times  a year.

A detailed  list  of  the  premises  on  the  register  and 
of  the  inspections  made,  and  detects  found  and  lemedied 
will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

The  Public  Elementary  Schools  of  the  District 
four  in  number  -have  been  regularly  inspected.  In  two 
of  them  an  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  heating 
of  the  school  building.  The  health  of  the  scholars  has 
been  particularly  good  j no  epidemic  has  occurred  and  no 
closing  order  has  had  to  be  made. 

Medical  inspection  of  School  children  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer  (who  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health),  assisted  by  the  School  Nurse,  has  been  carried 
out  as  before,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  general 
appearance,  tidiness  and  behaviour  of  the  children  have 
improved  immensely  since  the  inspections  were  first  in- 
stituted ; and  it  is  equally  certain  that  there  is  also  an  im- 
provement in  the  general  standard  of  health. 

The  District  is  chiefly  dependent  for  its  supply  of 
milk  upon  the  adjoining  Rural  District,  but  there  are  in  the 
District  itself  5 cow-keepers  and  7 milk-sellers  who  are 
not  cow-keepers.  1 lie  former  have  approximately  29 
cows,  d he  cow-sheds  are  well  kept,  and  have  a cubic 
space  for  each  cow  of  about  700  to  800  cubic  feet.  No 
action  has  been  taken  under  the  Dairies,  Cow  Sheds, 
and  Milk  Shops  Orders,  and  no  cows  have  been  found  to 
be  suffering  from  tuberculosis.

Bake-houses  and  Slaughter-houses  have  been  in- 
spected over  a hundred  times  during  the  year,  and  con- 
stant supervision  is  exercised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
over  all  food  stuffs  and  premises  in  which  they  are  made, 
prepared  or  stored,  as  well  as  of  articles  of  food  brought 
into  the  weekly  markets. 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  during  the  year 
was  603.  Of  this  number  2 were  considered  to  be  in  a 
state  so  dangerous  and  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit 
for  human  habitation,  and  closing  orders  were  made  after 
representation  to  the  local  authority.  A third  house  was 
in  such  a foul  condition  that  at  the  time  of  inspection  it  was 
considered  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  a representa- 
tion to  this  effect  was  made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
It  was,  however,  cleansed  and  put  into  such  a satisfactory 
sanitary  condition  that,  at  a subsequent  inspection  it 
was  deemed  unnecessary  to  enforce  an  order  for  closing. 

A large  number  of  minor  defects  — 144 — were 
remedied  after  the  serving  of  an  informal  notice  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  The  chief  defects  thus  remedied 
were  obstructed  drains,  defective  traps,  defective  water- 
closets,  and  offensive  accumulations  in  close  proximity  to 
dwelling-houses. 

The  number  of  houses  available  for  artisans  and 
labourers  is  so  nearly  balanced  by  the  number  of  families 
requiring  houses  that  there  is  rarely  an  empty  cottage  to 
be  had,  and  it  is  often  difficult  for  those  with  large 
families  to  find  a house  exactly  suited  to  their  needs  at 
the  moment  they  require  it.  This,  I think,  is  the  cause  of 
the  more  serious  cases  of  overcrowding  ; it  is  due  not  so 
much  to  the  shortage  of  houses,  as  to  a deficiency  of 
houses  suitable  for  large  families  and  to  a difficulty  in 
arranging  that  the  large  families  shall  have  the  larger 
cottages  as  they  become  vacant.  In  spite  of  this,  the

percentage  of  overcrowding  (as  estimated  by  the  number 
of  instances  in  which  there  is  an  excess  of  two  persons 
per  room)  has  fallen  from  61  in  1891  to  48  in  1901,  and 
to  38  in  1 91 1.  During  the  same  20  years  the  number  of 
single-roomed  houses  in  Ashbourne  has  fallen  from  13  to 
10,  and  of  two-roomed  houses  from  1 2 3 to  105,  while  those 
with  three  rooms  have  increased  from  no  to  123,  and 
those  with  four  rooms  from  159  to  187,  showing  a steady 
increase  in  the  number  of  larger  and  more  commodious 
dwelling-houses. 

The  chief  defect  in  the  cottages  of  the  district  is 
the  lack  of  through  ventilation.  Altogether  104  out  of 
152  are  without  back  doors,  and  of  these  47  have  no 
through  ventilation  at  all,  but  in  many  of  these  it  would 
be  possible  to  remedy  the  defects  by  putting  windows 
into  the  blank  walls. 

Except  in  a few  instances  the  houses  of  the  poor 
are  well  situated,  with  a sufficiency  of  open  spaces 
around  them  ; and  the  general  condition  of  the  common 
yards  has  been  much  improved  in  recent  years,  and  will 
doubtless  be  still  further  improved  in  the  future,  by  the 
action  of  the  Council. 

There  are  56  workshops  on  the  register,  and 
during  the  year  103  inspections  have  been  made.  Few 
defects  have  been  found,  and  no  proceedings  have  had  to 
be  taken  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act.  A de- 
tailed list  of  defects  is  given  in  the  Report  herewith 
attached. 

XII.  Acute  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  has  been  a gratifying  reduction  in  the 
number  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease,  though  we 
have  not  yet  returned  to  the  freedom  from  such  disease 
that  existed  in  the  years  1907  to  1911  inclusive,  before 
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the  epidemic  t>f  Diphtheria  carriers.  There  have  been  25 
notifications  during  1913,  ten  of  Scarlet  Fever,  ten  ot 
Diphtheria,  and  five  of  Erysipelas.  Last  year  the  cates 
of  Diphtheria  numbered  29,  but  there  was  only  one  case 
of  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  latter  disease  was  exceedingly  prevalent  m the 
country  in  1913;  at  one  period,  lasting  foi  many  weeks, 
there  were  between  150  and  200  new  notifications  each 
week  in  Manchester,  over  300  a week  in  Birmingham,  and 
many  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  Under  the  circum- 
stances we  were  very  fortunate  to  escape  an  epidemic,  the 
few  cases  that  occurred  being  sporadic  ones  of  a mild 
type.  Two  of  them  were  treated  in  one  of  the  huts  at 
the  Bradley  Wood  Hospital,  which  was,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  still  in  use  for  the  last  few  Diphtheria 
carriers,  and  another  case  which  could  not  be  satisfactor- 
ily isolated  at  home  was  sent  to  Etwall  Isolation  Hospital 

Of  the  ten  cases  of  Diphtheria,  four  occurred  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year  before  the  treatment  of  the 
carriers  was  completed.  The  other  six  occurred  at 
intervals  up  to  the  beginning  of  October,  since  which  time 
no  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified.  These  cases 
were  doubtless  the  result  of  carriers  who  escaped  examin- 
ation and  treatment,  such  as  infants  who  had  not  reached 
the  school  age,  and  elder  children  who  had  left  school. 
A few  cases  were  certainly  traced  to  carriers  going  to 
private  schools  where  no  systematic  medical  inspection 
was  possible.  The  course  of  events  has,  however,  quite 
justified  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred  in  dealing  with 
the  outbreak  of  carriers,  and  doubtless  the  town  has  been 
saved  from  a serious  and  devastating  outbieak. 

There  have  been  no  serious  epidemics  of  other 
non-notifiable  infectious  diseases.  Some  cases  of  Chicken- 
pox  and  of  Whooping  Cough  have  occurred,  and  a few 
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isolated  cases  of  Measles,  but  no  epidemic  such  as  has 
been  producing  such  serious  and  fatal  results  in  neigh- 
bouring districts.  There  have  been  several  outbieaks  of 
influenza,  and,  unfortunately,  two  deaths  from  this  cause 
have  occurred  during  the  year.  I here  has  been  no  case 
of  Poliomyelitis  or  Cerebro-spinal  bever. 

Great  help  continues  to  be  given  by  School- 
masters and  mistresses  reporting  at  once  any  suspicious 
cases  in  the  school,  or  the  absence  of  any  children  wnh 
suspicious  illness.  Antitoxin  has  again  been  supplied 
free  of  charge  to  persons  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  it, 
not  only  for  the  treatment  of  actual  cases,  but  foi  going 
prophylactic  injections  to  contacts.  Lhe  Staff  ol  the 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  at  the  County  Offices,  Derby, 
continue  to  afford,  with  the  greatest  courtesy  and 
readiness,  every  assistance  in  the  diagnosis  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  Tuberculosis,  Enteric  Fever  and  Ringworm, 
and  in  the  examination  of  contacts  and  persons  in 
quarantine. 

There  is  still  no  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
infectious  diseases  in  the  District,  but  the  Sanitaiy 
Authority  do  not  hesitate  in  any  case  of  need  to  send 
patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Etwall,  and  to 
authorise  payment  of  the  fees  in  those  instances  where 
the  patient  or  his  friends  are  unable  to  bear  the  expense 
themselves.  This  course  is  taken  in  all  cases  where  the 
Medical  Officer  considers  that  it  is  impossible  to  isolate 
the  patient,  and  that  danger  to  others  exists  in  attempting 
to  nurse  the  case  at  home. 

When  patients  are  treated  at  home,  disinfection  of 
the  premises  and  belongings  of  the  patient  is  carried  out 
with  Formalin  Spray  and  Vapour  under  the  supervision 
•of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  There  is  no  steam  disinfector 
in  the  neighbourhood. 


XII. 
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Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Reg- 
ulations 1912,  19  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 
12  were  cases  of  disease  of  the  lungs,  and  7 of 
disease  of  the  glands,  bones  or  joints.  Persons  affected 
with  tubercular  disease  of  other  parts  than  the  lungs  are, 
as  a rule,  admissible  into  general  and  cottage  hospitals, 
and  most  of  the  above  cases  of  disease  of  the  glands, 
bones,  and  joints,  received  operative  or  other  treatment 
in  one  of  the  hospitals  of  the  District.  Cases  of 
tubercular  disease  of  the  lungs  cannot,  on  account  of 
their  infectivity,  be  admitted  into  general  hospitals,  and 
so  far  there  is  no  provision  for  such  cases  in  the  county. 
Such  cases  should  receive  early  and  prompt  treatment, 
and  it  is  advisable  that,  as  far  as  possible,  they  should  be 
treated  in  their  own  districts  ; there  are  both  practical 
and  sentimental  objections  of  an  important  nature  to  the 
removal  of  such  persons  to  a distant  Sanatorium.  More- 
over, there  are  cases  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease 
that  are  not  considered  suitable  for  sanatorium  treatment 
at  all,  and  yet  it  is  important  that  they  should  be 
removed  from  home,  where  treatment  and  isolation  can- 
not be  satisfactorily  carried  out  there,  not  only  to  enable 
the  patient  to  be  better  looked  after,  but  also,  because 
such  cases  are  more  highly  infectious,  with  the  important 
object  of  prevention  of  infection  of  others. 

A case  of  tubercular  disease  of  the  throat  was 
notified  on  April  17,  and  a few  days  afterwards  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Committee  of  the  county 
were  applied  to  for  sanatorium  treatment.  In  due  course 
an  intimation  was  received  that  the  person’s  name  had 
had  been  placed  upon  the  list  of  those  awaiting  admission 
to  the  sanatorium.  At  the  time  of  writing,  nearly  eleven 
months  afterwards,  the  patient  is  still  waiting  for  a 
vacancy  ! 

As  it  is  so  essential  to  get  such  patients  under 
suitable  treatment  in  suitable  surroundings  at  as  early  a date 
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as  possible,  and  as  it  seemed  useless  after  the  foregoing  ex- 
perience to  expect  any  help  from  outside,  I made  arrange- 
ments, with  the  very  kind  co-operation  of  the  Guardians,  to 
treat  subsequent  suitable  cases  in  the  shelter  at  the  Ash  borne 
Union  Workhouse.  At  the  end  of  the  year  6 cases  had 
been  treated  in  this  way  both  with  satisfactory  results  to 
the  patient,  and  with  the  knowledge  that  the  spread 
of  the  disease  to  other  members  of  the  same  household 
was  in  all  probability  completely  prevented. 

There  were  5 deaths  from  tubercular  disease 
in  the  District  during  1913— one  more  than  in  1912. 
Three  of  these  were  cases  of  disease  of  the  lungs.  'The 
death-rate  for  tubercular  diseases  in  1913  is  1.23,  as 
compared  with  .98  in  both  19 11  and  1912. 

As  fully  as  possible  disinfection  of  the  rooms  and 
their  contents  is  carried  out  in  every  house  from  which  a 
tuberculous  person  has  been  removed. 

The  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  for  the  district  has 
risen  from  58.1  per  1,000  births  in  1912  (when  it  was 
exceptionally  low)  to  91.9  in  1913.  There  were  8 deaths 
of  children  under  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with  5 in 
1912.  Causes  of  death  such  as  marasmus,  and  pre- 
maturity, as  in  previous  years,  account  for  more  than 
50  % of  the  deaths  of  infants  : it  is  possible  that  this  is 
explained  by  the  fact  that  many  mothers  work  in  the 
factory  up  to  as  late  a date  as  possible  before  the  birth  of 
their  children.  In  1913  the  other  causes  of  death  were 
whooping-couch,  diarrhoea,  and  broncho-pneumonia. 
Where  the  number  of  children  who  die  in  a year  is 
so  small,  one  or  two  extra  deaths  will  make  a great 
difference  in  the  death-rate  per  thousand  births. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  (1907)  has  not 
been  adopted  in  the  District.

Statistics. 

The  number  of  Births  is  one  in  excess  of  1912, 
and  the  rate  per  thousand  a fraction  higher.  The  birth 
rate,  21.4,  has  been  practically  stationary  for  the  last  four 
years. 


These  are  contained  in  the  tables  furnished  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  a copy  of  which  accompanies 
this  Report. 


The  nett  number  of  deaths  is  one  less  than  in  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  rate  per  thousand  .3  less  than 
in  1912.  In  only  one  previous  year,  viz.,  in  1911,  has 
the  death-rate  been  lower  than  in  1913.  Dr.  Barwise 
remarks  that  in  the  last  twenty  years  “ the  death-rate  of 
the  District  has  fallen  about  7 per  thousand,  or  2 per 
thousand  more  than  the  other  Urban  Districts  of  the 
County.”  He  attributes  this  decline  to  the  adoption  of 
a public  water  supply,  and  of  a sewerage  scheme,  and  the 
institution  of  public  scavenging  in  the  district. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  acknowledge  gratefully 
the  great  help  afforded  to  me  in  the  performance  of  my 
duties  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  whose  advice  I have  never  sought  in 
vain,  and  upon  whose  support  I have  always  been  able  to 
count  in  carrying  out  any  measures  that  have  been 
necessary  for  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  community.
